Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -5 and 9-23 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: There is no 
teaching or suggestion in the prior art of the claimed combination having the fibers 
comprising from about 7% to about 20% by weight of polyvinylpyrrolidone based on the 
total weight of the para-aramid, and the cord treated with at least a primer and an 
adhesive; re claim 13, the polyvinylpyrrolidone being present in the fibers in an amount 
within the range of from about 7% to about 20% by weight based on the total weight of 
poly-p-phenylene terephthalamide, and the cord treated with at least a first primer 
treatment and a second adhesive treatment; re claim 1 5, a para-aramid load carrier 
twisted cord embedded in the belt body portion, first treating the cord with a primer and 
second treating the cord with an adhesive.
